EARNEST WARNING ISSUED 


BY LOCAL HEALTH OFFICERS 


Infantile Paralysis In Los Angeles City And 


Other Towns Causes Authorities To Take 


Action. 
No Cases In Covina As Yet 


But Possible Outbreak Feared.

Dr. J. D. Reed, of the Covina city 


board of health, made a statement yes- 
terday, warning all parents of young 
children to keep them closely watched,, 
and also to forbid them to enter any 
public .places, such as theaters, church- 
es and public gatherings, until the ser- 
ious Los Angeles city epidemic of in- 
fantile paralysis has been placed un- 
der control. 
•• 


So sinister and alarming has this 


epidemic become, the chief of police 
of Los Angeles city has forbidden that 
any person under fifteen years of age 
shall enter a theater or public gather- 
ing within a building, and the police 
are busy enforcing the order rigidly. 
All young people under fifteen are 
warned not to come', to Los Angeles 
city, and many families with little 
:hildren are leaving the city for coun- 
try districts until the danger is over. 
One physician reckoned up eight hun- 
dred cases of infantile paralysis in 
Los Angeles city, and stated that these 
were only the ones he himself had 
knowledge of, and that the figures did 
lot begin to represent the number of 
sases in the city. 


The -disease of infantile paralysis 


is.onapf^t^e^Jdest^knowii in modi.caj 
annals. It "is s'pbKen of in the bible, 
and ravaged many cities in ancient 
imes. Dr. R. Manning Clarke of Co- 
vina said yesterday that although this 
disease is as ancient in history as any 
.hat could be named, and there never 
has been found a reason for its ap- 
pearance. It is thought that it is 
caused by some foul condition in sani- 
tation, and that after it once has gain- 
id a foothold, it is extremely contag- 
ous. 


A case of this kind was discovered 


first at Vernon, near Los Angeles, in ' 


the district where the hog farms were 
abolished about two years ago. The 
great number of cases in Los Angeles 
are said to have spread from this one 
case at Vernon, and the physicians 
seem to agree that this is a fact. 


Cases of infantile paralysis have 


lately very nearly depopulated small 
cities of children in Texas. It was not 
very generally known in California 
until these cases developed in Los An- 
geles, and now physicians say that the 
whole of Southern California is in 
grave danger. It is reported that there 
have been several cases at Pomona. 
One case has resulted in a death at 
Charter Oak. 


TAKE CAUTION NOW. 


So deadly is this disease that the 


physicians everywhere are very much 
alarmed. In many cases the symptoms 
are the same, but the disease varies 
somewhat in character. 
It is stated 


that the mortality is greater among 
male children than females, but that 
babies and very small children are 
without question the most susceptible 
to the disease. It attacks children up 
to the age of fifteen or sixteen years, 
but cas§s are extremely rare that are

Most of the cases ire in children b,e- 
tween one and five years. 


The city of Los Angeles has been 


working strenuously to wipe out this 
plague. The newspapers have said al- 
most nothing about it, in order not to 
alarm the people, but the time has ar- 
rived when the people should be sharp- 
ly warned. Dr. Reed cautions the peo- 
ple about taking children to Los An- 
geles. Men, women and children are 
asked to cooperate in keeping this 
dread disease out of this city.

Connection By Trolly With Pomona 


Will Be Made Within Coming 


Three Months 


Fifty men, three carloads of camp- 


ing outfit and two carloads of trolley 
poles arrived at San Dimas Monday 
morning. The men pitched their camp 
there and began work of setting the 
trolley poles. The two switches which 
connect the Pacific Electric and the 
Southern Pacific at the crossing west 
of San Dimas have been installed. It 
is likely the construction crew will 
move their camp to Lordsburg when 
the work is well along in this direc- 
tion. 


There is some speculation locally 


as to what accomodation the Pacific 
Electric will provide for Lordsburg at 
D street, but it is safe to assume that 
the company is after the business 
here and will establish a station a.t 
that point, which would be far more 
convenient that the Southern Pacific 
station. 
Indeed, it is hoped the South- 


ern Pacific may decide to move its 
station down to D street, which would 
seem to be a good solution of the mat- 
ter. 
This location was the one first 


decided upon years ago, but later the 
plans were changed. The company 
afterwards saw its mistake and there 
has since been intermittent talk of 
moving the station. 
Eight or nine 


years ago the change was ordered, 
but the hard-times came, and with 
hem Harriman's retrenchment order, 
so it has never been done. 


San Dimas will doubtless get a lesa 


frequent service from the new Pacl- 
ic Electric station when the through 
Ine is finished, but will have the ad- 
antage of the service on both lines.

Covina Postoffice Strikes High-Water 


Mark in Dullest Business Month 


Of Year. 


It seems to be a curious fact, but 


it is a fact nevertheless, that July 
was the heaviest month the Covina 
postofflce has experienced in all its 
history. 
There was an increase of 


twenty-six and one-third per cent over 
the July receipts of last year. 
The 


heaviest rush the postoffico experienc- 
ed in one- day, with the exception of 
the days just before Christmas, was 
that of Thursday of this week, when 
the business houses were all sending 
out the monthly statements and an 
unusually heavy mail came in from 
eastern points. 


The growth of the city and country 


ia always shown in its truest sense by 
the United States postal receipts. The 
Covina city and country districts have 
been growing very quietly. The new 
houses in the country districts have 
been built up so rapidly and so quiet- 
ly that most people no not realize the 
rapidity with which the valley is be- 
ing settled up. The rural mail car 
rier realizes it, however, and his packs 
are getting heavier every day. And, 
although this month is the dullest in 
the business year for the mercantile 
houses, they all report a twenty-five 
per cent increase over last year, and 
the receipts at the postofflce stand 
witness to this fact 


After a period of unconsciousness 


lasting from some time Monday night 
until Wednesday at 1 o'clock, William 
H. McLeod, for some years the pro- 
prietor of the Citrus rooming hotel on 
Citrus avenue, died from brain paraly- 
sis, caused by a blood-clot.

The hymns, "Near- 
er My God to Thee," and "I Need Thee 
Every Hour," were sung by Mrs. John 
Brunjes and Henry L. Marshall, and 
Mr. Marshall sang "Flee As a Bird," 
which is a song that had been sung at 
other funerals of members of the Mc- 
Leod family. The pall-bearers were 
business men of Covina, being John 
M. Whitsel, J. L. Matthews, Malcolm 
J. McCarthy, C. F. Clapp, W. Q. Cus- 
ter, and Elmer Shirley. The body was 
put aboard the Southern Pacific train 
at Covina and taken to Bakersfleld, 
where it was met by members of the 
family and laid to rest in the cemetery 
beside the bodies of his brothers, Ed- 
ward and Charles, and his father and 
mother. 


Mr,. McLeod was born in Michigan, 


and came to California about fifteen 
years'Ago.

Fifty thousand cars of citrus pro- 


ducts, valued at $40,000,000, is the es- 
timated output of California for this 
season. The California Citrus Growers' 
association experts, 
assisted 
by the 


experts of the railroad traffic depart- 
ments, after a tour through the citrus 
belt, have made up their reports. Rail- 
roads are today taking preliminary 
steps to .provide rolling stock to move 
this enormous yield. 


The railroad experts estimate that 


44,000 cars will be required to move 
the orange crop and at least 6000 cars 


handle the lemons. 
Weather in Southern California has 


been especially favorable, being cool. 
Hot weather in the north has caused 
oranges to drop to some extent, but 
n this section little loss has been 
experienced so far. 


Last year's output of citrus fruits 


was 42,000 cars. The estimates of the 
present season indicate an increase of 
nearly 25 per cent. 


Packing will require 17,600,000 box- 


es for oranges and over 2,000,000 box- 


for lemons. 
Cost of packing and 


harvesting will exceed $10,000,000 Cost 
of transportation must be added to the 
cost of harvesting and packing. Net 
proceeds to the grower should be more 
than $26,000,000.

Ljule waiu^.ds_big resuks 


Pacific Electric .Railroad Demurs at 


Limitation of Twenty-one Years 


For Franchises. 


An appeal, made direct to the coun- 


try districts being served by the Paci- 
fic Electric Railroad Company by its 
interurban lines, has been sent to the 
Argus by the railroad company. It is 
interesting. The article says: 


The charter revision committee of 


the «ity of Los Angeles has now un- 
der consideratidon a new charter. 


It has been suggested by some that 


the same carry a clause which will 
limit future franchises for railroads 
within the city of Los Angeles to 21 
years. The Pacific Electric Railway 
has' under consideration 
plans for 


building a subway to the west and 
overhead lines to the east for the pur- 
pose of taking inter-urban trains off of 
the streets and making it possible to 
get in and out of the city of Los An- 
geles with reasonable speed, which is 
simply out of the question under pres- 
ent conditions. 


Xo railroad could sell their bonds 


for the purpose of constructing sub- 
ways or overhead railways under a 21 
year 
franchise, 
and 
this 
question 


should be left open to the city of Los 
Angeles, as far as subways and over- 
head railways are concerned, so that 
franchises covering sufficient length 
of time can be granted and in this 
way the inter-urban railway system 
will, beyond all question, be taken care 
of. 


All the- inter-urban towns tributary 


to Los Angeles are really interested 
in this question more than the Pacific 
Electric or any other railway, as they 
cannot, continue to prosper, at least 
not at the rate they have advanced 
during the past, without a marked im- 
provement in the interurban railway 
system for getting in and out of the 
city of Los Angeles.

That Meyer Lissner and a specially 


selected committee named by himself 
and his immediate sociates have pick- 
ed the candidates for the legislature 
ii> receive the published indorsement 
of Lissner's Progressive League, has 
teen stated in the Times, the Covlna 
Argus, the Long Beach Telegram, and 
other papers. Details have been .pub- 
lished in the Times, but the sources 
of information had necessarily to be 
kept secret.

ty-third senatorial district, for which 
3 was then a candidate. 


"Mr Strine answered in the affirin- 
•-.-.ive, but I positively refused, stat- 
ing that I had made my announcement 
subject to the decision of the Republi- 
can voters of the district at the direct 
7-rimary to be held September 3, 1912,' 
:ind that to the people only would I 
submit my candidacy. 


"I stated further that I denied the 


right of the Los Angeles 'Committee 


:>f Fifteen,' only one of whom is a 
resident of the seventieth assembly 
Jistrict, to dictate who should and 
v.-ho should not run for any office.

further that such attempted 


high-handed dictation was contrary 
to the direct primary law of the state 
of California, and contrary to the oft 
repeated slogan of Gov. Johnson, 'to 
hand the reins of government back to 
the people.1 "

Gates, former Judge Owens of Whit- 
tier, \V. A. Johnstone of San Dimas, 
candidate for the (assembly, F. S. 
Wallace 
and 
W. E. Hinshaw—al- 


though 
the latter has publicly de- 


clared that he resigned from the com- 
mittee about the middle of June. Hin- 
shaw is running for supervisor and 
Pridham is seeking re-election as su- 
pervisor. Then there is a man named 
Saunders who has been active at ses- 
sions of the committee at different 
times, and City Councilman McKenzie 
of Los Angeles may be a member or 
not—he is not sure. 
It seems that 


sometimes he has been notified of com 
mittee meetings and at other times he 
has not been so notified, until he has 
ceased to pay any attentionvto the 
matter. 


Jackson's contention is that the act- 


ing members of the committee all live 
in Los Angeles city, and that behind 
their bluff about indorsing national 
"progressive" candidates, is simply a 
.scheme to get control of the county 
districts in Los Angeles. "Will you be 
bound by the decisions of this com- 
mittee?" the question asked of candi- 
dates, he declares, means that if an- 
swered in the affirmative, the candi- 
date, should he be elected to the legis 
lature, will obey the committee orders. 
Says Jackson: 


"Let 
the people of Long Beach, 


and of the seventieth assembly dis- 
trict, ask themselves 
this question: 


'Why such intense interest on the 
part of gentlemen residents of Los 
Angeles city in the affairs of this dis- 
trict?' There is not one square inch 
of the seventieth assembly district in 
Los Angeles city. 


"I will answer that question by 


stating two facts: 


"(1.) 
City and county consolidation 


will be an issue before the coming 
session of the California legislature. 


"(2.) 
The county charter, now be- 


ing prepared, whether it safeguards 
the rights of the people living out- 
side of Los Angeles city or not, will 
be presented to the coming session of 
the California legislature for ratifica- 
tion. 


"In the above answer you have the 


true reason why Los Angeles city and 
the politicians thereof, acting by and 
through the 'Committee of Fifteen,' 
have decreed that no man from Long 
Beach, or any other part of the county, 
shall have a seat in either house of the 
California legislature of 1913 unle*ss 
they (Los Angeles city) can absolutely 
control him." 


Whatever be the reason for Liss- 


ner's insistence on slavish obedience 
by the candidates approved by him, 
it is very obvious from the testimony 
of Jackson that it is Lissner and not 
the people who name the men.

A bumper citrus yield in California,

gating 50,000 carloads, at an approxi- 
mate value, delivered to the eastern 
narkets, of nearly $40,000,000 is the 
estimate announced of the crop for 
-.he season of 1912-13. The citrus ex 
;.erts of the Santa Fe railroad, the 
California Fruit Exchange and of in-j 
dependent concerns have heen visiting 
:he fruit growing sections of the state 
'or the past several weeks carei^'lv 
inspecting the orchards for the pur- 
pose of estimating thn size of the cuiu- 
.ng season's crop. 


The reports returned are more than 


• ncouraging

rop, 
although it i.s evident that the 


jonion crop will he somewhat light 
next season, duo to tho unusually cold 
•veather of last season, which weaJt- 
«-.ned the lemon trees, The frcst. :il-

ng effect on the orange trees, which

ESTIMATES APPROXIMATE. 


The estimates made by the experts 


.:s announced by the officials of the 
Santa. Fe railway, and of the citrus 
-hipping concerns, is but a rough ap- 
proximation and subject to change. 
\'o comparatively accurate estimate 
an be made until the "dropping" sea- 
-on of the citrus fruits is over. 


The hot spell of last week started 


'he oranges dropping, but it lias only 
:een within the last day or two, when 


net value of the crop figured at a price 
conservatively estimated by the large 
dealers for next season's crop, should 
bring $26,032,000 net to the growers, 
$22,000,000 for oranges and $4,032,000 
for lemons. The cost of packing wfll 
be approximately $10,322,000, which 
includes boxes, and the labor of hand- 
ling the fruit from the picking time to 
the time it is placed in the car. 


GREAT SAVING TO INDUSTRY. 


Effect of Reduced Freight Rates Dfs- 


cussed by Citrus League—PowefT 


to Take New Office. 


At the semi-annual meeting of the 


administrative' and executive commit- 
tees of the Citrus Protective League 
yesterday, during a discussion of the 
work of the past six months, the1 fact 
was brought out that the estimated 
saving to the industry resulting from 
the new $1 freight rate on lemons is 
$200,000 a year. Secretary' Powell also 
brought out the fact that the reduction 
of 1.0 cents per 100 pounds made on 
the shipping rate of oranges in 1907 
as a result of the efforts of the Citrus 
Protective League has meant a saving 
of more than $4,500,000. 


G. Harold Powell tendered his re- 


signation as secretary and manage!' of 
the league, in view of the fact that he 
is to assume the office of general man- 
ager-of the California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange. 
The resignation was ac- 


cepted and will go into effect Septem- 
ber 1. 
F. A. Wallschlaeger, who 


came to the league with Mr. Powell 
from Washington, was elected secre- 
tary, and it was decided not to fill the 
position of manager at present.

by the reports coining to the indepen- 
dent shipping companies.

Sea Girt,'N. J., July 31.—Governor

The last analysis of the argument of the tree trader 
is that if we can't produce an article or commodity as cheaply as 
another nation, it should be purchased and not produced, and that in- 
stead we should engage ourselves in producing that article or com- 
modity which we can in turn sell more cheaply than other nations. 
The free traders say we should not raise oranges and lemons in 
America if we cannot raise and market them as cheaply as Sicily and 
Italy. And if Sicily and Italy are willing to sell oranges and lemons 
to us at a lower price than we ourselves can sell them to ourselves, we 
ought to be glad, and accept the cheaper fruit gratefully.

Relics of the Civil war, each with 


an eventful history, are being received 
by the executive committee of the 
Grand Army encampment. This is a 
result of a request by Capt. Osborne 
that battle flags and other objects of

OPEN VAULTS MUST GO. 


Covina City Instructs Officers To Im- 


mediately Prohibit All Use Of 


Such Places. 


All open vaults, known in legal 


phraseology as "privy vaults," must 
be Immediately abandoned and de- 
stroyed in Covina. Thl^ ukase was 
delivered from the office of the Covina 
City Board of Health on Thursday af- 
ternoon, and the city attorney says 
that the mandate reads "forthwith," 
which means at once. 


The members of the city board, who 


are Mayor Beardsley, Dr. J, D. Reed, 
City Marshal J. J. Saunders, and City 
Clerk A. M. Pence, held the meeting, 
after it had come to their notice that 
the conditions regarding open vaults 
were rapidly becoming worse in the 
city. 


"A reasonable amount of time has 


been allowed by the city since passing 
ordinances 58 and 84, for the cleaning 
up of the city in this respect," said 
City Clerk Pence yesterday. "The 
city granted an indefinite time on its 
own initiative, on account of the fact 
that it was thought that the city 
would be connected by a regular out- 
fall sewer within a short time. 
But 


this matter of an outfall ?ewer has 
been indefinitely postponed, owing to 
the work now being done by the Inter- 
City commission, which will probably 
establish methods by which all the 
cities in ;he San Gabriel valley will be 
connected by a sewer conduit to the 
sea. 
This will take some time to 


bring about, and in the meantime, 
Covina has decided, through its board 
of health, to abolish all open vaults, 
according to the ordinances now in 
force." 


City Marshal Saunders has been in- 


structed to notify all the owners of 
such vaults, and the instruction!) wjll 
be to immediately close them up and 
abandon them. 
In a trip of investi- 


gation made by the members of the 
board of health this week, the mem- 
bers report some very bad conditions 
existing, especially in the center of 
the citv.

vSTORY OF A WILL 


Plans For a Gigantic Accumulation 


That Were Frustrated. 


In 1797 there died In London a 


merchant named Peter Thelusson, of 
foreign extraction, who bequeathed 
£100,000 to his wife and children and 
the rest of his property, amounting to 
upward of £600,000, to trustees, with 
instructions that the money was to be 
Invested and the interest suffered to 
accumulate until his three sons and all 
their sons should have died, when the 
entire property was to be transferred 
to hl3 eldest great-grandson. 
In the 


event of no such heir being then alive 
the accumulated property was to be 
appropriated to the reduction of the 
national debt. 


Many calculations were made as to 


the probable amount which the accu- 
mulations were Hkely to reach, and ac- 
cording to the lowest computation, it 
was believed that the sum would iu 
aeventy years amount to £19,000.000. 
The family of the deceased disputed 
the validity of the will, and some years 
were passed In litigation, the result be- 
ing thnt the document was declared 
valid, but an act of parliament was 
passed in 1800 rendering null and void 
all bequests for the purposes of ac- 
cumulation for longer than twenty 
years after the testator's death. 


The last grandson of Peter Thelusson 


died in 1S5C, fifty-nine years after tho 
death of the author of the will. Pro- 
longed litigation again ensued, and 
when, in 1859, the house of lords de- 
cided that Charles Thelusson was the 
heir the legal expenses and costs of 
maintenance were found to have swal- 
lowed up the whole of the accumulat- 
ed profits, leaving to the heir n sum as 
nearly as possible equal to the original 
bequest—Pearson's.
